WHAT IS THE NEXT MOVE? 

The province went into default today, when 
it failed to provide for the payment of the 
maturing bond issue of $3,200,000, It is liable 
in consequence to whatever legal penalties the 
bondholders may be able to impose and see fit 
to demand. 

That Alberta will be black-listed on the 
stock exchanges goes without saying. What- 
ever damage this will do to the credit of the 
province, of the other provinces, or of the Dom- 
inion, has been done and js in process of being 
done. If it is true that in the long run the de- 
faulter always pays for his failure, we are in 
for it. The truth of that hoary maxim will at 
least be tested. 

Default was made, not of necessity, but of 
choice. The Government could have got the 
money up until midnight from the Dominion. 
It chose not to accept it, though both the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer and Mr. Magor had approved 
that course. The Premier vetoed their approval. 
Default is therefore a step in the calculated 
policy of the Government, taken in knowledge 
of the possible and certain reactions. 

What follows? It is to be supposed some 
general plan has been struck out, of which de- 
fault is the first necessary stage. Since the act 
was deliberate, it implies a continuing course 
of action of which this is a part. Now that the 
step has been taken, and the consequences in- 
vited, may it be expected the Premier will take 
the legislature and the public into his confidence 
and tell us where we are to go from here? 


WHOSE DEBT IS IT? 

In his address on Sunday last, Premier 
Aberhart assured his hearers definitely and 
emphatically “We can and will arrange for our 
coming maturity’—referring obviously to the 
bond issue of $3,200,000 which fell due today. 

But on Tuesday the Premier told the press he 
was “Hoping the Dominion Government would 
be able to find a way” of meeting the obligation 
and save the province from “at least technical 
default.” 

Who issued these bonds anyway, and whose 
business was it to make provision for paying 
or extending them? On Sunday it was “our” 
debt and “we” were gcing to take care of it, 
But by Tuesday some process of thought trans- 
ference had translated it into a Dominion obli- | 
gation and it up to Ottawa to do the ‘ 
worrying. 

We have heard a good deal lately about the 
“financial autonomy” of the province and the 
need of exercising it. If the term means eny- 
thing it means that bonds issued by the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta are a responsibility of that 
Government and of nobody else. 

This was the admitted fact as late as Sunday 
last. But on Tuesday the autonomy idea had 
faded out and the self-sufficiency disappeared. 
There was nothing left but a hope that the

PUTTING ON PRESSURE 

A refunding bill is three years over-due in 
the legislature of Alberta. 

The one introduced on Monday, the terms of 
which are not known except in outline, cannot 
be objected to on the ground that it is untimely 
or unexpected. Everyone who has given any 
serious attention to the matter knows beyond 
any doubt that the taxpayers of the province 
cannot continue to pay the present rates of in- 
terest on their oustanding bonds and also pay 
off the bonds when due. 

That they can even pay the interest is hope- 
less unless times improve greatly, for they have 
not been able to do that over the last five years 
or so, It is a case of refund or sooner or later 
go into bankruptcy. Nobody knows that any 
better than the bond-dealers, and—presumably 

those who have bought provincial bonds on 
their recommendation.

The Major has gone and Mr. Magor remains. 
But the curious fact seems to be it is the advice 
of the Major, not that of Mr. Magor, that is 
being followed in respect to the refunding 
arrangements. 

The Major warned the Government to have 
nothing to do with the loan council scheme— 
leaving it to imagination how he would deal 
with the bonds falling due. Mr. Magor last week 
told the agriculture committee of the legislature 
the “best and most practical” way to refund was 
to join the other provinces and the Dominion 
in the loan council plan. 

It is the advice of the absent Major, not 
the present Mr. Magor, that is being acted upon. 
The Government refuse to accept the loan coun- 
cil arrangement--as the Major advised, and in 
defiance of the advice of Mr. Magor. 

Why the counsel of the late advisor is 
accepted, and that of the present advisor re- 
jected, is unknown, as it is also unknown 
exactly why the Ministers will not join in the 
general refunding project. The mystery deepens 
because the Premier still repeats, what every 
one knows to be true, it is only from the federal 
treasury, or on federal credit, the province can 
obtain money. 

Mr. Magor, it is to be surmised, does not 
understand the fine points of Social Credit, of 
either school, any better than some civil ser- 
vants who were dismissed because they cculd 
not satisfactorily define the “just price.” Hence 
the advice of the Major still “goes.” 

There are two matters here which should be 
cleared up, in the interests of the public. One is 
why the advice of the Government's advisor is 
not being taken, and that of the ex-advisor is 
being acted upon. 

The Sther is what, reduced to terms within 
range of the ordinary mind, are the deadly 
dangers lurking in the loan council scheme.

Between blizzard gusts over the week-end 
I found relief in comparing the plans of two 
small craft in which intrepid voyagers from 
this continent wintered in the summer of the 
South Seas. My sailor brother Harry has been 
doing it this winter on a 20,000 ton Cunarder, 
with swimming pool, dance orchestra, a moving 
picture palace and de luxe eats and drinks to 
sustain the passengers from the hazards of 
ennui between ports. The two chaps whose 
boat plans I have been poring over with long- 
ing, did it on a small craft of their own con- 
struction, 


Harry Pidgeon lived on a ranch in California 
and worked in a logging camp in Alaska before 
he built his 34 foot Sea Bird and started out 
‘round the world. Working in a logging camp 
seems to fit one for many fields of greatness, 
A gentleman much in the headlines at present, 
Hitler’s ambassador at large, Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, put in a few months in a B.C. logging 
camp some years ago. Before that I think he 
had a job as a clerk with the Bank of Mont- 
real—or was it “a bank in Montreal.” 


Pidgeon learned to handle small craft on the 
Alaskan waterways, studied navigation while 
working as a photographer in the Sierras, and 
built with his own hands in his spare time, the 
little yawl in which he circumnavigated the 
globe. He couldn’t afford to instal an engine, 
but someone loaned him a small outboard motor 
with which to chug through the Panama canal. 

The other small craft Tahiti, on which John 
G. Hanna sailed the South Seas, though only 
30 feet long, was of sturdier build than Sea 
Bird. Rigged as a ketch she also had auxiliary 
power. Hanna is a marine architect, there- 
fore his feat in building his own boat is not so 
arresting as in the case of Harry Pidgeon. 

In Edmonton we have a youthful-looking 
though elderly sailorman who sailed the South 
Seas before tieing up in northern Alberta. Cap- 
tain William Ward was brought up near 
Grimsby on the east coast of England, within 
a few yards of the sea. All his men folk were 
sailormen. It isn’t to be wondered that as a 
boy in 1884 he shipped from Liverpool on a 
sailing ship bound for Australia. 

I think it was on his second voyage that he 
deserted at Brisbane to go adventuring on a 
small trading schooner bound for the Solomon 
Islands. He found lots of adventure, too. 

At one trading station the owner wanted 
someone to mind his store and plantation while 
he made a business trip to New Zealand. 
Young Ward was the only member of the crew 
to be trusted with a key to the liquor store, so 
choice fell on this eighteen-year-old young- 
ster to stay and look after the place. In addi- 
tion to the plantation and store Ward was 
entrusted with a trading schooner and a racing 
sloop for making trips among the islands. With 
his board, so many pounds a month salary and 
five per cent of the profits, it looked like an 
agreeable job for the four months the owner 
would be away. 

Four months later the schooner returned, but 
the owner of the station was not aboard. He 
sent word that he would stay in New Zealand 
and have a good time for another four months. 
The four months ran into four years before the 
owner returned. They were four years of fin- 
ancial profit as well as of adventure for young 
Ward

Some of the Solomon Islands are over 100 
miles long. Copra, beche-la-mer (a sea slug 
used as a table delicacy in China) ivory nuts, 
pearl shell and turtle shell (the tortoise shell 
of a former age) were received in exchange for 
calico, axes, knives, beads, bracelets, tobacco 
and pipes 

“Blackbirding’ was carried on by schooner 
captains. They received £24 for each woman 
and £28 for each man they delivered to the 
Queensland sugar planters. 

“Sometimes a schooner would be working 
its way along the coast towards evening,” says 
Capt. Ward, “and three or four natives would 
paddle out in their canoes to beg tobacco or 
bully beef. A rock from the ship’s ballast 
would be dropped thrceugh the bottom of the 
canoe and the men clapped beneath hatches. 
When laborers were recruited, they were kept 
without food for 24 hours, and then offered a 
choice of three or five small yams. They 
naturally choice to “ki ki” the five. That meant 
they served for five years instead of three. 

Returning after five years was often risky 
for the natives. Their tribe might be at war 
with another tribe. “I knew one boy,” says 
Capt. Ward, “who went backwards and for- 
wards for three years on a schooner before he 
could get landed at Malaita, Finally I took my 
schooner among the reefs and sent up a smoke 
signal. I couldn't read the answer, but the boy 
got it right. It said there were only three men 
there and all were friends. 

“I landed the boy in a small boat with two 


rifles with magazines loaded, laying on the 
thwarts in case of need. The natives stuck 
their spears and tomahawks in the sand, but 
we were each ready for the other, I laid off 


with the boat, ready to lift my rifle as the men 
approached, It was all right. They were 
friends. A runner was sent some miles away to 
bring the boy's relations, and a feast was pre- 
pared, They wanted me to stay, but my 
schooner was in a dangerous position, with

Spinach 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


This succulent vegetable was used for food 
in the time of the ancient Medes and Persians. 
It supplies a palatable, bulky food so different 
from the ordinary, heavy foods which make up 
the largest part of our diet. The belief has been 
universal that spinach is a healthful vegetable. 
Although composed mostly of 
water, the small amount of 
other elements are of such 
vital importance to the body 
that it can be truly said to be 
one of our principal blood- 
building foods. 

It contains calcium, sodium 
and iron in a readily assimi- 
lative form and _ provides 
those indispensable “organic” 
minerals which are such im- 
portant constituents of our 
cell structure. Because of its small amount of 
starch, it is especially recommended for those 
suffering from flatulence. 

It fills up well and is, therefore, satisfying, 
without furnishing indigestible bulk. Those 
troubled with constipation will find spinach a 
healthful food which will give the intestines a 
soft, and at the same time a wholesome bulk, 
which is beneficial as on intestinal stimulant. 

Much of its good effects will be lost if spin- 
ach is seasoned with vinegar or other condi- 
ments which react on the delicate alimentary 
canal in such a manner as to counteract all the 
good qualities of this soothing succulent vege- 
table. 

Spinach is usually cooked too long, and 
therefore the organic minerals are precipitated 
and their remedial qualities lost. It should be 
steamed only a short time in its own juice in a 
covered pan over a slow fire. It may be chop- 
ped up fine in a chopping bowl and re-heated 
for a few minutes and cream or butter added. 

Children who do not relish spinach will 
gladly eat a large helping if it is prepared in 
this manner. Probably the most wholesome 
and tasty way to use spinach is to wash care- 
fully in cold water and use as a salad vegetable. 
It will take the place of lettuce and will be 
found to have a more agreeable flavor if used 
in this way as a salad vegetable. 

Grind it up and mix with other salad vege- 
tables or as a garnish with any cooked food; 
add this ground spinach to soup or mix with 
ground round steak before cooking. 

Try mixing it with the toasted dressing for 
fowls. You will find many uses for this im- 
portant leafy vegetable besides the usual man- 
ner you have used in its preparation. ] 

If fresh spinach cannot be secured, there are | 
many canned varieties to be found in any well- 
stocked market.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mathilda Y writes: “Do you 
class butter as a constipating food?” 

ANSWER: When you compare the amount 
of butter used with the amount of other foods 
you will see that you only use a small ameunt 
of butter each day. Due to the fact that so 
little is taken, comparatively speaking, it will 
have no effect in producing constipation. [ 
consider butter as entirely wholesome and rec- 
ommend it as the best seasoning for cooked | 
non-starchy vegetables. If you find that a little 
butter added just as the vegetable eaten 
provides a more delicious and satisfy.ng | 
flavor, by all means keep on using the butter 
and stop worrying about whether it is going to 
encourage sluggish elimination. 

QUESTION: A. M. O. inquires: “What do 
you think of taking a heaping teaspoon of soda 
in a quart of warm water before breakfast for 
relieving constipation?” 

ANSWER: I would recommend other meas- 
ures which could be better depended upon to 
produce a permanent relief of the symptom of 
constipation. For example, the patient should | 
eat as large a quantity as possible of the leafy 
green vegetables and should increase the tone 
of the abdominal muscles by exercising. The 
average case of constipation may be completely 
relieved through using commonsense measure: 
for a long enough period of time. When the ab- 
sorption of poisons from a lazy colon is over- 
come, there is a corresponding gain in well- 
being and the patient feels better in every wa)

There dees not seem 
to be any possibility of much headway being made along this 
line. 

The French people, living where they can get a clear view 
into the muzzles of the German guns, naturally call the police; 
and this means Great Britain. 


Hence all negotiations for peace are transferred from Geneva 
to London—so that the reaction of the British Parliament can be 
continuously ascertained. 


The attitude of each of the nations directly concerned can be 
outlined with reasonable accuracy. 


France wants definite insurance against German invasion; 
definite insurance against such a coming of inflation as will break 
down her money facilities, and definite insurance against such 
tariff and commercial restrictions ag will destroy her industrial 
structure. 


Germany wants to take over Austria and then to proceed to 
the Black Sea by absorbing Bulgaria and the Adriatic Sea by re- 
gaining the parts of Austria ceded to Italy, including Trieste. 


Italy wants to hold everything as at today; with expansion 
in Africa. This includes maintaining the independence of Austria. 


The Austrian people have the German viewpoint; but are 


ruled by leaders supported by Italy. 


The smaller central European nations have the French and 
Italian viewpoint; believing that « German and Austrian union 
would be strong enough to absorb all small neighbors. 


Russia has no idea of allowing Germany to reach the Black 
Sea by annexing territory. There is no doubt that Russia has the 
widest ambition of any nation in the world today; and also has 
the best chance in the world of realizing those ambitions. 


The Russian trade plan includes all China with Manchuria, 
and an effective control of Black Sea commerce. As Russia does 
not need to import any war materials or any food supplies, it is 
only a matter of a few years until she will be able to carry out 
her trade plans, announcing them to the world by acts and deeds 
instead of proclamations. The Japanese may protest, and even 
fight, but nothing can stop the Russian weight which will roll 
over the Japanese until the Japanese retire from continental Asia 
and go back to their islands. This is regrettable, but true. 


In the meantime, and probably for the next half century, 
such measures of peace as can be maintained will be due to the 
balancing and judicial course followed by Great Britain 


No help can be expected from North America or South 
America. These two continents are busily working at their own 
revolutions, social and financial. 


Also for their services to humanity the British will only be 
rewarded by a sense of a necessary duty freely performed.

Resolution in Legislature 
Calls for Government 
Inquiry 


Unanimous approval was given 
by the legislature on Tuesday to a 
resolution calling for government | 
inquiry into and establishment of | 
a plan of hail and frost insurance 
for this province. 

The matter was introduced by A. 
E. MacLellan, S.C., Innisfail, and 
was seconded by H. J. Ash, S.C. 
Olds. 
tion went through two amending 
| Stages. 

As originally drafted the motion | 
| called for establishment of a com- 
pulsory plan, but the compulsory 
feature was eliminated on motion 
of Rev. J. A. Wingblade, S.C., Wet- 
}askiwin. On a further amendment 
|by A. V. Bourcier, S.C., Lac Ste. 
Anne the frost feature was incor- 
porated. 


| POINT OF ORDER 


D. M. Duggan, Alberta Conserv- 
ative leader, raised a point of or- 
der on the motion, suggesting it 
was out of order as it called for the 
expenditure of money, which could 
}only be done by a minister, with 
the consent of the lieutenant-gov- 
| ernor, 


Mr. Speaker, however, ruled that 
| the motion was in order. | 
Introducing the resolution, Mr 


| MacLellan declared that hail storms 
}caused the most discouraging fea- 
tures of farmers’ problems. He re- 
| called that in the past some efforts 
| had been made to give the farmers 
; compensation to assist them in re- 
maining on the land after suffering 
hail losses, 


COST PROHIBITIVE 


None of these efforts had result- 
}ed satisfactorily to the agricuitur- 
ists, he said. He pointed out that 
| there are hail insurance schemes in 
effect in many municipalities but 
{it was found that when hail cover- 
ed a wide area the cost was pro- 
| hibitive. 

| He declared that farmers in his 
| constituency suggested that a com- 
| pulsory hail insurance 
should be affected throughout the 
province and that a tax based eiiher 
} on the amount of grain raised or 
jon the acreage sown, should be 
}levied by the province, 


CANNOT FUNCTION 


H. J. Ash, S.C., Olds, contended 
that the present system of mun- 
icipal companies worked well 


enough in days of high prices but 
with low prices 
and therefore cannot give the pro- 
| tection as the province is zoned and 
the rates in some districts are so 
absurdly high that the grain grow- 
ers cannot protect themselves.” He 
recalled that in the past, many pos- 
'sible remedies had been suggested, 
}including a general levy on all 
lands in the province and “this 
does not seem to meet the approval 
| of ranchers and others.” 

He said that some people con- 
tended that their districts were im-

One day, Pasteur heard voices 
outside his laboratory. Twenty-five 
| Russian peasants, bitten by rabid 
wolves, had come from their native 
land to p’ead for his help. 

Pasteur, facing the greatest crisis 
of his life, ordered them isolated 
in a hospital. His cure for rabies | 
had been proven on animals and 
with one young boy. Did he dare 
| risk the lives of 25 men? He knew 
| the penalty for failure—exile, dis- | 
grace, perhaps even the guillotine. 

Worries crowded him. His daugh- 
| ter was to bear a child, On the 
| evening of the day the child was 
| born, a stroke paralyzed his side. 
He was unconscious for days. 

He awoke, remembering the Rus- |

“Hence, there was na dog owner 
to be sued for damages, and the 
sheep owner suffered his heavy 
loss alone. The C.P.R, owning two 
of the best flocks of Hampshire and 
Suffolk sheep in Canada, have had 
serious losses. The purebred flocks 
kept at the Vermilion and Olds 
Schools of Agriculture, have been 
attacked, So have hundreds of other 
flocks whose owners are lcss able 
to stand the loss 
FEED LOT LOSSES 

“There have also been heavy 
losses in feed lots. Approximately 
130,000 lambs are fed in Alberta 
lots every winter; when a dog gets 
into one of these feed lots the loss 
does not stop with the sheep being 
killed, but the whole flock is so 
terrified that they never settle 
down to feed properly again. Mr 
McLean had twenty lambs killed 
in his North Edmonton feed lot 
this winter; P. Burns & Co. of Cal- 
gary who feed from ten to fifteen 
thousand lamba yearly, have suf- 
fered such heavy losses that ai 
times they have had to engage a 
night watchman to keep the dogs 
away. 

“Some fifteen years ago the Al- 
berta Provincial Sheep Breeders 
Association in an unsuccessful ef- 
fort to get adequate legislation, col- 
lected statistics showing that in one 
year alone, their members had lost 
more than 4,000 head of sheep irom 
dogs; there is no question but that 
the losses are much heavier at the 
present time, and ] am convinced
